Enter this name in the Index, giving the lot number. 


When a new lot is taken, write the owner's name at the 
top of the lot page and give the number of this lot.

Draw this lot in ink. 

The graves, drawn in red, can be indicated as about 7x 3 
ft. for adults and smaller for babys and young children.

Other notes or data can be written anywhere on the page 
or on @ new page as suits the bookkeepers needs. 


The lot owners and names of persons buried should be entered 
in the index.
